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Allies Set Up New Line 
In Korea, Halt Retreat 


UN Forces Dig In : 
To Battle Chinese 


TOKYO, Dec, 6—(AP)—Allied Eighth Army forces 
today halted their mass retreat south from Pyongyang and 
dug in for a new stand in western Korea against the onrush- 
ing armies of Communist China, 

Gen, MacArthur's headquarters kept secret the 
location of the new line. The Americans, South Kor 
eans, Britons and Turks with their better transport 
had outrun the Chinese and every hour was vital in 
bulwarking their new positions. 

A spokesman said only that the line ran from a point 
south of Pyongyang to positions south and east, 

There were indications the new line might be somewhere 
near the 38th parallel, the old border between the Commu- 
nist North and republican South Korea. South Korean 
forces swept into hill country to clean out guerrillas near 
Sibyon, a hamlet 70 miles southeast of Pyongyang.

Kicking It Around 


By throwing the plan to widen 118th 
avenue back into the laps of the commis- 
sioners, city council has done exactly 
what Mayor Sidney Parsons feared it 
would do when it demanded such a big 
stirring finger in the town planning pie. 

Mayor Parsons warned council mem- 
bers that if they wanted to legislate on 
every little detail of town planning, as, of 
course, they havé a right to do, they would 
have to be prepared for many special meet- 
ings and quick decisions, 

They have had the special meetings. 
But their decisions are anything but quick. 

The proposal to widen 118th avenue 
east of the airport was made by Town 
Planner Noel Dant approximately six 
weeks ago. 

It has been kicked around ever since. 
And only the insistence of a bank which 
wishes to build on that avenue and wanted 
to know where to place its building 
brought the matter before last Monday's 
meeting. 

But did the council act? 

It did not, It referred the proposal back 
to the commissioners who in turn will pass 
it along to the Technical Planning Board 


which should have been authorized to 
make a final decision without reference 
to anyone. 

Of course, the Technical Planning 
Board is not yet. set up. 

But that, too, could have been accom- 
plished weeks ago to facilitate just such 
major town planning projects. 

This widening of 118th avenue is un- 
doubtedly a major project. 

By developing a road system consisting 
of two central through roads and two 
flanking double-lane local roads, it will 
give Edmonton its first real arterial high- 
way. 
“Obviously, the construction work on 
this project could not be started immedi- 
ately. But the plans should be perfected 
and a final decision made so that prospec- 
tive builders, as in the case of the bank, 
would know where they stand. 

Town planning is not going to proceed 
very rapidly and will rest under a tremen- 
dous handicap if council insists upon hav- 
ing a full dress debate on every detail of 
it. : : 
It will not get along very quickly if 
council kicks it around for weeks. 


Good Work by Coroner’s Jury 


The guilt or innocence of those charged 
with criminal negligence following a 
coroner's inquest on victims of the Remem- 
brance Day explosion in Leduc will be 
determined, of course, by the courts. 

An inquest is not a court of law and, 
while it may adduce signifieant evidence, 
it has no right to indict, 

It would be most improper, therefore, 
to speculate on the culpability of anyone 
before a formal trial is held. 

Nevertheless it is well in order to con- 
gratulate the coroner’s jury of Leduc 
townsmen on their diligence and perspi- 
cuity in evaluating a mass of evidence 
which was so weighty and complicated 
that it required five days to introduce. 

In a disaster of this magnitude, involv- 
ing such wholesale loss of life and injury, 
there is a manifest temptation to allow 
indignation aud resentment to overcome 


calm, common sense. This tendency is 
particularly evident when an inquest fol- 
lows so closely upon the fatal accident. 

The coroner’s jury in Leduc seems to 
have resisted this temptation manfully. It 
appears to have considered the evidence 
sanely and coolly and to have rendered a 
sensible decision plainly in keeping with 
the facts. 

Obviously, someone was to blame for 
this deplorable occurrence and that some- 
one must bear a heavy penalty. It should 
not be possible, in a civilized country, to 
cause death through carelessness or mis- 
understanding with impunity. 

Whether or not the right persons have 
been charged remains to be seen. 

But the jury, the coroner and the at- 
torney-general’s representative have 
handled a difficult situation with prompt- 
ness and intelligence. 


This Sentence Is Quite Inadequate 


The sentence of three years imprison- 
ment imposed by Mr. Justice McLaurin on 
two men found guilty of sexual offence 
against a 17-year-old girl is shamefully in- 
adequate. 

The inadequacy of the punishment is 
al] the more emphasized in the trial judge’s 
statement that he was not being lenient. 

A successful sexual assault carries with 
it the punishment of death. An attempted 


sexual assault carries with it the punish- 
ment of seven vears imprisonment. 

In either case, the imposition of a three 
year term is ridiculously insufficient. — 

Offences against morality are multiply- 
ing throughout the world. 

One of the reasons they are multiply- 
ing—is that courts do not seem to appreci- 
ate that the preservation of decency is the 
preservation of one of civilization’s price- 
less assets.

Editor, Bulletin — Will you 
please tell me what all the yat- 
tering against the new bus run 
through King Edward Park and 
Ritchie is for? 

We live in King Edward: Park 
and think we are pretty lucky to 
have the bus running half hourly 
(15 minute service during rush 
hours), Walking six blocks in 
this weather would have been 
tough. 

People, especially in Ritchie, 
have been howling they have to 
wait haif an hour or so for a bus, 
Now anyone who can read must 
have seen in the papers where 
the bus leaves the Ritchie loop 
on the hour and on the half past, 
Anyone living near the line to 
99th and Whyte should with a 
little effort figure out when the 
bus should be at their stop—it 
may be four or five minutes late, 
but you must allow for picking 
up passengers. Time yourself 
from your house to the stop and 
get out in time, BUT not miles 
ahead of time and then complain, 
Five to seven minutes should do 
it.

Fear Without Cause 
Is Abnormal Reaction 


Not long ago a pathetic let- 
ter came in from a woman who 
said that for 20 years she had 
been deathly afraid of being 
alone and that she had done 
everything to keep company 
around her, 

Now everyone, 
including (nis 
woman, knows 
that just being 
alone for a 
while brings no 
harm. This dis- 
tressing sfate of 
mind, therefore, 
is a phobia or 
an obsession. 

Fear is in 
deed a strange emotion, Only a 
foo] has never been afraid. Most 
people, however, when they are 
frightened, have some good rea- 
son. 

On the other hand fear when 
there is nothing actually to be 
afraid of is abnormal. There are 
many kinds of such abnormal 
fears and they undoubtedly cause 
a lot of suffering to those so 
afflicted and are not exactly 
pleasant for family and friends. 


Some Phobias 
May Not Be 


One of the most common pho- 
bias is fear of heights. This car- 
ries the impressive name of acro- 
phobla, Many people shudder and 
turn away rather than look down 
from some tall building or over a 
cliff,

Although this is called a pho- 
bia there is actually some doubt 
as to whether it really is, because 
great heights are associated with 
some danger, and perhaps fear is 
normal where there is danger. 

There are, however, other ob- 
sessions which certainly are not 
normal, Among these are auto- 
mysophobia or the fear of being 
dirty; caerophobia or fear of 
gaiety; and bibliophobia or dis- 
like of books. 

Bathophobia would certainly 
be common among children if it 
meant what it sounds like—but 
it doesn't. It means fear of great 
depths and is therefore much like 
acrophobia, 


Don’t Make 
Fun Of Phobias 


One should not make fun of 
persons who have phobias or ob- 
sessions, They can't help it and 
are in great distress of mind, The 
cause can sometimes be traced to 
some shock sustained in child- 
hood but often no cause can be 
discovered. 

What to do about a severe pho- 
bia is quite a problem. The victim 
often realizes that the fear is 
not justified by the facts but re 
mains unable to do anything 
about it unless aided. Medical 
advice is often equally ineffec- 
tive. In severe caseu, however, 
phoblas may be only one symp- 
tom of some mental disease. In 
euch cases, a psychiatrist should 
be consulted,

Our father, who had married

IN COMPETITION 


U.S. Indians Prosper 
Through Stock Raising 


The number of cattle owned by 
Indians hag more than doubled 
since 1932. 

Cattle stocks for the country as 


a whole have increased only 
about 20 per cent during that 
period, 


The figures come from Dillon 
S. Meyer, commissioner of Indian 
effairs. 

At the start of the agricultural 
extension and credit program un- 
der the Bureau of Indian Affairs 
in 1932, Indians owned 182,000 
head of cattle, from which they 
derived hardly more than $1,000,- 
000 a year. Today they own near- 
ly 400,000 head, producing an an- 
nual income of $30,000,000, 

“Indians are learning the rules 
of the highly competitive cattle 
business and are adding signifi- 
cantly to the country’s store of 
meat supplies,” Myer said. 


Breed 
Improved 

Indians always have owned 
livestock but not until the early 
1930's did high grade beef and 
dairy cattle figure prominently in 
their livestock programs, At that 
time, parts of the country were 
stricken with drought. 

Rather than slaughter the high 
quality beef and dairy cattle in 
those areas for lack of water, 
some head were shipped to var- 
jous Indian reservations, to be 
paid back in kind later. After the 
drought, other tribes bought 
their own cattle and in 1934 con- 
gressional action was taken 
which materially aided the In- 
dians in getting a start in the 
cattle business,
